Only amendment B of the 
resolution was passed by the 
committee. The other 
amendments were killed when 
the University staff on the

Ed N. White, administrative 
assistant to the vice chan¬ 
cellor for development and 
director of Safety and 
Security, said he thought the 
allowance of thirty-minute 
parking in the areas reserved 
as loading zones behind Austin 
Peay and McCord would 
create an enforcement 
problem and might block the 
fire lane. 

Donald Sexton, director of 
men's activities, said that he 
wasn't certain that putting no¬ 
time limits on the parking 
places in the circle between 
Ellington and G-H would not 
hurt the freedom and 
flexibility the students now 
have.

Five parking amendments 
introduced by SGA Congress, 
including one which would 
allow staff to only park in staff 
lots, were killed bv the Traffic 
and Parking Authority in 
Tuesday's meeting which 
showed the staff on Ihe 
committee voting against the 
students . 

Congress appointed a 
committee three weeks ago to 
study the parking situation on 
campus and the committee 
came up with recom¬ 
mendations which were 
presented to the Traffic and 
Parking Authority yesterday. 
Congress last week approved 
the parking resolutions 

The resolution asked for the 
following changes: 

A Lot No. 1 (the lot by the 
football stadium) to be 
changed to all University 
parking--the part now 
reserved for staff is un¬ 
necessary and preferential. 

B A stop sign be placed on 
the right side of Hurt Street 
(facing east) next to the ROTC 
Building-the purpose being to 
allow pedestrians to cross 
safely. Also, for further

Also taken from the same 
issue of Newsweek is found 
this statement as appears in 
the article: "The colleges and 
universities complain that 
many of the most intelligent 
freshmen, in some ways more 
articulate and sophisticated 
than ever before, are seriously 
deficient when it comes to 
organizing their thoughts on 
paper By the time they reach 
college, the professors 
complain, it is almost too late 
to help them.” 

According to the Newsweek 
article, freshmen are just as 


intelligent (more so actually) 
than any of the previous fresh 
man classes but they simply 
seem to have a problem with 
writing This opinion was 
expressed by several UTM 
English professors as well. 

"Chances are that 
elementary and high school 
teachers are working as hard 
as ever to educate these 
students,” Dr. John 
McCluskey. chairman of the 
English department, stated. 
“It’s just that we are mainly 
shifting from a print culture to 
a media culture This is why 
student can neither read nor 
write as they did a few years 
ago. But this is not a fault of 
the educational system

SGA Dateline 

Last weeks Pacer 
published an editorial 
recommending the abolition of 
Congress because of its 
ineffectiveness This is un¬ 
doubtedly the moat absurd 
suggestion I have heard and is 
in no way a solution I suppose 
this is The Pacer's reason for 
suggesting such an action 

I would suggest a review of 
Congress' powers before any 
conclusions are reached 
i these can be found In Article 
VI Sec 1.8 of the SGA Con 
stitutlon) Realistically. 
Congress possesses only twc 
powers of any consequence, 
“to conduct hearings and 
investigations deemed 
necessary by a majority vote 
of the Congress" and "to 
approve the annual budget " 
Without a doubt these 
provisions do not grant 
Congress sufficient power n> 
make a noticeable impact on 
campus This brings us to two 
important points which The 
Pacer should have considered 

First, although Congress 
has not found it necessary to 
use their investigatory power 
this year, it was there. If a 
serious question had come un 
concerning the executive 
branch, or virtually any area 
on campus. Congress could 
have intervened with an in¬ 
vestigation. 

Secondly, I feel that it needs

New obscenity absurdity 
abridges campus freedom 


material that could possibly be termed ob¬ 
scene-Nashville and Memphis officials have 
tried such crackdowns lately But the Martin 
ordinance, according to Copeland, applies to 
magazines like Penthouse and Plhyboy - 
Copeland said he considered the Februar 
issue of Penthouse, for example, obscene It is 
doubtful that a few pages of pictures in a 
magazine of 100 pages or so in lengthmakesthal 
issue obscene, however The Supreme Court 
has ruled that nudity per se is not obscene, and 
most of the affected magazines do not depict 
"in a patently offensive way, sexual conduct.” 
the criteria established by the high court It is 
also ludicrous to say that the works lack 
"serious literary artistic, political, or scientific 
value " 

The major issue here seems to be the dif 
lerence in community standards within Martin 
The standards on campus are assuredly 
distinguishable from those of the town, and 
they should be The school, however, is treated 
like a stepson of the town, having little input 
into the decision-making processes that affects 
it Copeland said that any trial dealing with the 
statute would "probably” include some student 
testimony, a truly generous gesture in that this 
University is responsible for almost as many 
people as Martin is. It is obvious that this 
University has little to do with the policy 
making of the city, and the end effect can be 
nothing but examples like the current one. 

The blatant ignoring of the campus is 
reflected in the fact that while the statute had 
to be printed in The Weakley County Press for 
the community, it was not given to The Pacer 
for similar treatment. It is as if the school 
population doesn't matter, and sooner or later 
that trend must stop. A student economic 
boycott of the local merchants would show the 
city just how important the students are. 

It remains to be seen what effect the or¬ 
dinance will have-hopefully the University will 
proceed as it sees fit despite it. One thing is 
obvious, though, and that is that the students 
can do without the city of Martin and its 
scarlet-letter influence. 


The recent passage of an anti-obscenity 
statute by the Marlin City Council shows once 
again how farcical it is for this University to try 
to exist educationally in such a provincial 
setting 

The statute, which applies the Supreme 
Court's "community standards" ruling, is 
worded so nebulously that it is doubtful that a 
cross-section of the city would even know what 
it meant, much less decide in a court if 
magazines fit the descriptions The key phrase 
seems to be "corrupt the public morals," and 
humorously, public is misspelled "publis." 
even in the original ordinance It is ironic that 
the city would pass a statute using so many 
vague and subjective words, yet misspell a 
word like public It will be interesting to see 
what magazines are convicted for corrupting 
the "publis morals." 

Mayor Tom Copeland said that he has faith 
that the local storeowners will comply with the 
ordinance, and that in itself seems to imply the 
proverbial passing of the buck It is hypocrisy, 
too. as there would be no need for such a statute 
if the mayor really trusted the judgement of the 
businessmen There are sufficient state laws to 
handle the subject 

The reasoning behind the law. as described 
by Copeland in an interview last week, is "to 
present to our very young children what is good 
for them,” and give to people "good material 
which will enhance our personal well being " It 
is Samaritanic of Copeland to worry about 
everyone, including those at UTM, but his logic 
is faulty and his paternalism unwanted He 
seems to say that if a person reads "good” 
material he will be good, and that “bad” 
material leads to bad people It is not quite that 
simplistic, however, or the solution to crime 
would be mass distribution of The Bible or 
Alice in Wonderland. It may have some 
bearing, certainly, but there is no one to one 
relationship This University has no room for 
such narrow-mindedness if it is to fulfill its 
scope 

The ordinance might be more un¬ 
derstandable if it was aimed at some of the

Posting continuance needed 
despite Buckley restrictions 


Although the Buckley Amendment has been a 
valuable step in protecting the confidentality of 
students' records, it must not be allowed to 
prevent the posting of students' grades 

According to officials, the posting of grades 
alphabetically by social security number can 
no longer be done. There are alternatives, 
however, with the major ones being the posting 
of grades by staggered social security listings, 
random arrangement of number, and use of a 
special waiver signed by the students at 
registration Other measures are undoubtedly 
possible 

Whatever alternative method is employed, 
the posting of grades should continue-it is a 
service both to the students and the faculty. A 
blind assignment of numbers would seem to 
require a minimum of extra effort, but the best 


route is undoubtedly the waiver form Those 
few students not wanting their grades posted 
could thus be protected, yet the present system 
could be retained with blank spaces left by 
those students' numbers who haven't signed 
the waiver It would require no more effort on 
the instructor ’s part than is now required, and 
the long, inquisitive lines of students that occur 
when grades are not posted would not result. 
Neither the students or faculty wants such 
lines. 

With a little imagination and initiative on the 
part of the administration and teachers, the 
Buckley Amendment can be painlessly in¬ 
tegrated into academic life without causing 
undue inconvenience to students of faculty. 
That is a far more desirable alternative than no 
posting of grades at all.

"A lot of students have put 
up with people, such as 
roommates or people down the 
hall, smoking marijuana, and 
these students reach a point 
where they don’t want to put 
up with it any longer." Council 
explained 

Dr. Phillip Watkins, vice- 
chancellor for undergraduate 
life, also said that the number 
of busts was not unusually 
high for a quarter 

"It is unusual that it is 
happening in a group,” he 
said. "People get tired of it 
going on and take action 
because they see it in the 
paper” 

He explained that the 
publicity of past busts in¬ 
fluences students to report 
other marijuana smoking. 

Watkins then stated the 
procedures used in 
disciplinary action 

"When information comes 
to the attention of the Un¬ 
dergraduate Life Office that 
one of our rules has been 


At least three students face 
disciplinary action for alleged 
marijuana possession 
following the latest in a senes 
of four busts spanning a period 
of the last seventeen days 
The University will abide by 
the Buckley Amendment and 
'will not release the names of 
the students involved in 
Thursday's Austin Peay room 
search or Tuesday 's Ellington 
room search, according to Ted 
Council, assistant director of 
Safety and Security 
"We got information that 
there was a lot of marijuana 
smoking in a room in Austin 
Peay," Council said "We 
obtained University 
authorization and searched 
the room We got a lot of 
smoking paraphernalia; one 
bag of marijuana seeds a 
water pipe, and a regular 
marijuana pipe In the trash 
Can there were a lot of 
"roaches’ and seeds” 

He also commented that the 
room appeared to have been 
used pretty heavily for 
marijuana smoking 

The room’s occupants could 
not be reached by The Pacer 
for comment on the bust 

There was a room search in 
Ellington Hall Tuesday,"

Browning staff lot finish 
‘hoped’ by end of month

Cards will be issued for the 
gate to the staff in the 
Browning and Education. 
Nursing and Home Economics 
Buildings 

"The lot will be opened up 
after five o'clock in the af¬ 
ternoon." Mays said He said 
it would be available with the 
gate deactivated until early in 
the morning. 

"Plans are to have 
everything completed, in¬ 
cluding the gate, by the end of 
the month if everything goes 
as scheduled," Mays said, 
adding that the entire lot will 
hopefully be hard-surfaced by 
that time. 

Mays said one of the reasons 
why the gate was needed was 
because many off-campus 
users would take advantage of 
the lot if it was not controlled 

"1 think it will be the first 
time and the only time we 
have a controlled lot," Mays 
stated 

Mays said the gate for the 
lot was already here but 
needed to be installed. He said 
the cost of the gate plus in¬ 
stallation would be ap¬ 
proximately $3280 

"We feel the investment of 
this is a savings," Mays said 
He explained that it would cost 
much more to pay employees 
to watch the lot than to install 
the gate 

"It (the gate) is practically 
maintenance free and we 
expect it to last a long time," 
he continued. 

The creation of the new 
parking lot resulted in the car¬ 
washing area beside the old 
WUTM-FM station being 
moved. 


Guy Robbins, director of 
campus development, said 
that there are now two car 
washing areas available for 
students and staff free of 
charge The two areas are 
located north of the football 
field where some of the old 
Westview apartments were 
located. 

"We would discourage 
washing cars anywhere else 
on campus." Robbins said. He 
said that the paved areas for 
car washing would be usable 
in all weather conditions bat 
he discouraged anyone from 
changing their oil at the area 

Robbins said that a picnic 
area may also be established 
in the same vicinity as the car 
washing area after all of the 
Westview apartments are 
removed. 

Two other picnic areas are 
already located on the cam¬ 
pus An area east of Atrium 
dormitory features picnic 
tables and grills and a picnic 
area beside the bicycle path to 
University Courts features 
five picnic tables and an area 
for sports such as badminton, 
volleyball, or softball. Rob¬ 
bins said grills are also 
planned for this area 

"This is within good walking 
distance of the Y dorms," 
Robbins stated He added that 
the areas are available on a 
first-come, first-serve basis 

Robbins said there is also 
the possibility of a picnic area 
being constructed "in good 
taste" at the new parking area 
for the EdNuHec Building and 
Browning Hall. 

Mays said that another 
parking lot is also being 
planned at the present sight of 
the Easter Seal Day Care 
Center. 

"We're presently doing a 
survey on the area just south 
of the Physical Education 
Complex and just west of the 
University Center,” Mays 
explained. "They (the Easter 
Seal Day Care Center) will be 
moving to their new facilities 
on the southwest corner of the 
campus." 

Long-range planning calls 
for the parking lot to be a 
commuter and visitor parking 
area. 

“This project has not been 
funded, but from use of 
parking authority funds, we 
plan to develop a portion of the 
lot by bringing it to grade and 
graveling so we can have 
some relief for commuters 
and campus guests Fall 
Quarter." Mays said “This 
lot will be particularly helpful 
at times when several events 
are scheduled simultaneously 
in that vicinity.” 

"We plan to do this (build 
the lot) in a way in which we 
can maintain many of the 
valuable trees on this lot.” 
Mays concluded

print. 

The following are the two 
original bills and their 
amendments: 

Amendment 104, is spon¬ 
sored by Mark Puckett. He 
submitted the amendment on 
May 4. 1976 

It reads as follows: 

"Whereas, some Congresspersons 
have abused the oresenf ooliev of five 
absences per vear, and 

Whereas, five unaccountable and so 
called "free absences'" are now much 
too many to properly carry on the func 


tions of student legislature 
Be It resolved that Section 1.9 of Ar 
tide VII of he SGA Constitution which 
reads "A Congressperaon shall 
automatically forfeit his membership,,v 
appealed before Congress! be changed 
to 'A Congressperson shall 
automatically forfeit his membership in 
the Congress or If he Is absent for two 
regular meetings of Congress. Three 
additional absences shall be allowed 
only if an alternate Congressperson is in 
attendance during the Congressperson's 
absence This alternate must register 
with the secretary before the meeting. 
Forfeit of membership may be appealed 
before Congress 

Amendment 105, sponsored by Jane 
Robbins, reads as follows 

"Whereas, should Congress happen 
not to pass the expense budget for a 
concert, all money spent on publicity 
would be waste, and 
Whereas, it would protect those 
responsible for said expenditures. 
Therefore be it resolved by the 1975 74 
SGA Congress that and be approved 
before commitment to expenditures' be 
added to Section 5.2 D of the SGA Con 
stltution."
